STATEMENT OF VERNE F. EAUB, MADISON, Wis. 


Mr, Kate, Tt is my studied opinion, based upon what T know of 
the words und deeds of others of like mind as well as upon ny awn 
thinking. that Bible-believing American Christians must oppo-re alk 
moves tn the wlirection af world government, these including proposals 
to limit or abandon the veto power in United Nations and: other 
measures desigieal to give Dnitel Nations authority over the lives 
and destinies of people of all nations. 


AAPEGUARDING AMERICA'S TLERTEAGE OF FREEDOM 


The purported objectives of United Natians, insofar as they relate to 
extension of human rights, safe from wor or threat of war, are fine 
and poble, and have the approval of all Christians. But United 
Nations seek to bring about this worldwide Utopia through en- 
forcenlie agreements about trade rights, national bounduries, and 
atom bombs, <All this is folly, Agvecments mean nothing to dic- 
tators and politicians who know no God. 

Even wore inportant, freedom is nat a material thing, and it can- 
not be attained by manipulation of material things. Freedom is a 
Epiritual concept, and is attainable here on earth only if aml when 
man-made laws are brought inte harmony with God's laws. 

I Jeve Ainerica not so much because our Nation is the richest ond 
most powerful in the world, but because it is the fand of freedoin. 
Our Nation is at once the greatest and freest nation because it was 
founded on Cliristian principles. The American heritage of freedom 
ia the hope of the world only because it isa Christin heritage. This 
is an menlern statement of the greatest of truths: From the beginaing 
of time Clirist has been the hape of the world. 

When Thomas Jefferson penned the Declnration of Independence 
it was the first time in history chat man had written inte a political 
docrmient cardinal principles of the Christian faith, the importance 
and dignity of individual, and the equality of men before the how and 
in the sight of their Creator, Later, the Founders wrote the Con- 
stitution to be tha enabling document atul give reality to the Christian 
concept of human freedom. 

The founders, writing the Constitution, cast aside every shred of 
the Old World's cringing adherence to statism, accepting without 
reservations the Christian concept of sovereignty of the indivtcal. 
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Every ather nation has had this sane oppurtunity to pave the way 
10 freedom, but tot one has cared or dared to take finat Leave of mate. 
Tiahism and risk all te gain freccom by piving froe rein to God's laws, 

So, duperica alone hoklds the Cliristion herituge of freedom, which 
will be finally, ulterly lost if it is melted dawn with the dross of 
Old Work statisin, materials, and adheism. Onty if America stands 
firm as one nation unafraid to lift aloft God's banner of (ruth and 
justice, Inviting reluctant outions to stand with her, can Chis Christian 
erllupe be suved for future gonerntions. 


FARLACHS OF COLLECTIVE FECUHITY 


Collective security never was were Hin a dream, and anevi) one at 
tliat, really a nightinare. We cannot forget what lappencd in Korea, 
what is happen in Tadoechina, what happened only afew years 
no uider the same minagement which set up Uiited Nations, when 
the prelended|y free natiuns seld all Central Enrope, from Bertin 
east, ito abject slavery. 

Representatives of grent organizations of Protestant clurches will 
appear—have appeared on simular sccasions—to argue for collectives 
security, claiming it canbe adtained by application of the principles of 
the universal hrotherhood of man. In Chwistianily Gere iz tie und- 
versal brotherhood, but only the brotherhoud of followers of Cliist, 

Pretending to speak with the voice of a united Protestantism, the 
National Counc?) of Churches ceaselessly supports that greatest of 
facilities, collective security, The real teuth is that the National 
Council has only & partial right to speak for no more thon 36 percent 
of American Protestants, and not even a shadow of right to speak for 
Gt percent of the Protestants of our Nation,
